Building to Cost $100,000 and to Give 
Accommodation to 100 Students 


—Description of Plans 
er The disease is confined to two half- 
breed families who oceupied tents at 
the corner of Tenth and Athabasca. 
In one ‘tent was found Louise and 
Delphin ‘Charlisoux, aged 22 and 15 
respectively. In the adjoining tent 
four cliildren, George, Archie, Frank, 
and Rachel Paquette were all suffering 
with ithe disease. 


At the meeting of the University 
senate yesterday the Alberta College 
board presented, through the president, 
the, plans of the new theological college 
which will be constructed on tha: por- 
tion of the University grounds set aside 
hy the senate for such purposes. 

The plans met with general approval, 
and great satisfaction was expressed 
as to the style of architecture and type 
of building. When completed the build- 
ing would give accommodation tto 100 
students and would cost about $190,000. 
Dr. Riddell reported that the contract 
for clearing the ground on which the 
building will staid had been lety and 
amen were now at work, Brick and 
sind were being délivered in’ prepara- 
tion for building in'the early spring. It 
wits the intention to have the building 
ready for occupation by the Ist of 
October. 

The plans, which are now in the of- 
fice of Architect H. A, Magoon, show 
the new building to be of the school 
Gothic style with pressed brick and cut 
stone trimmings, There will be four 
storeys with a basement. “The dimen- 
sions are given as 165 by 43 feet, with 
a wing in the rear 43 by 68 fee. The 
main entrance on the ground floor op- 


The six cases have been removed ‘to 
the city smallpox hospital, where all 
necessary precautions are ‘being, taken 
to prevent any further cases. 

The children were the first to show 
signs ‘of smallpox and communicated 
it to their elders. Where the infec* 
tion came from originally is not konwan, 
but.the health authorities suspect ‘that 
the patients caught the disease from 
some of heir relatives in the coun- 
try. 

Whitelaw ds attending ‘the .pa- 
tients personally and says ‘that ‘they 
have the mildest form of smallpox. 
Indeed, they are hardly sick and ¢x- 
cept for ‘a rash on the face and wrists 
‘one would not suspect them of thaving 
such a contagious illness. 

All people who were exposed thave 
beer vaccinated, and it ds sincerely 
hoped that no arew cases will develop. 
One important detail is, not one of 
the patients have ever -been vaccin- 
ated, 

The city smallpox hospital is under 
the management of ithe isolation hios- 
pital, but it is far removed from ithe 
building, beimg jaway back in ‘the 
woods. It is an isolated but -very 
comfortable building and the patients 
are receiving ‘the very best of are.

McCormick woman who Figured in 
Shooting on Isabella St. Still 
Abed 


Four Children and Two Adults of} 


THREE WITNESSES CALLED 


Coroner Smith will Continue Case on S:t. 
urday Next When Woman will be 
Called 

The inquest into the dewth of Robert 
McCormick, the negro who, it is be- 


lieved, shot his wife and then commit- 
ted ‘suicide, was opened by Coroner 
Smith at Andrews and Sons’ under- 


taking rooms, 642 Namayo street, this 
morning. It was expected. that the 
wife of the dead man, Rosa McCor- 
mick, who ‘has been in the hospital suf- 
fering from a bullet wound in the back 
of the neck, would be able to be pre- 
sent ¢o give her version of the affair. 
However, the doctor attending ther de- 
clared that it would be dangerous. for 
her to go out so soon, so after the 
hearing of some preliminary evidence, 
the inquest was adjourned until next 
Saturday morning. 

Put three witnesses were called this 
morning. Arthur Pailey, who was first 
on the scene after the shooting; Fritz 
Scheur, who was passing the ‘house 
when the shooting started, and a Mrs. 
McPherson at whose place McCormick 
had roomed prior tto his death, 

Pailey testified that last Sunday af- 
ternoon, when a block away from the 
house, he heard a thud and a woman 
scream, Running to the spot he found 
Mrs. McCormick lying on the steps of 
her house, bleeding from a wound in 
the neck. After begging him to help 
her she stated :that the man who had 
shot her was inside. Pailey then went 
and got assistance, 

Fritz Sciicur, employed in a livery 
stable, stated that as he was passing 
the cottage at the corner of Queens 
and Isabella he heard a shot, and a 
woman fell through the doorway right 
at Is feet, 

“T started to run as hard as T could," 
said Scheur, “but [ had only gone a few 
fect when I heard a second shot, and the 
crash of falling glass. Then [ran 
harder than before.” 

Mrs. McPherson, the third 
who keeps a rooming house on First 
street, said that about the %th— of 
last October MeCormick came to ‘her 
place and took a room, 


Witness, 


“He was a very quict man,” said 
she. “I don’t know what the worked 
at, but I never saw him drunk. About 
the middle of November he brought his 
wife to my thouse. They stayed only 
a few days, and then MeCormick told 
me they had secured a house. After 
this he used to come back occasionally, 
but never stayed more than one night 
ata time, always paying for his room. 

“Then on Monday, ithe seventh of 
this month, he came and stayed. until 
Thursday night. He left Friday af- 
ternoon, but asked me tto ‘keep his val- 
ise for ‘him. He told me there was a 
revolver in it. 1 asked ihim if it was 
louded and the said yes. Then I ‘old 
him T would not touch ‘the valise if he 
did not unload the gun, so he did. so, 
taking owt five or six bullets. He 
came back Sunday afternoon about 
three o'clock, and asked for this valise. 
He took it down the passage, and in-a 
few minutes brought it back and put 
it in the cupboard himself. 7 did not 
see it again.” 

When shown the revolver. that the 
police found in the dead man’s hand, 
Mrs. McPherson was emphatic in her 


that she had seen in McCormick's val- 
ise. She said the one she had seen was 
larger. The witness also identified the 
pody as McCormick's. 

The inquest then adjourned.
